that know me without Prejudice) the Sincerity and 
Heartineſs of my Zeal and moſt Dutiful Aﬀe&ion for 
Her MAJESTY , and the whole Conſtitution, both 
in Church and State; fo it is with great Reluctancy 
and Concern that I Publiſh this my Viudication from 
that Falſe and Scandalous Libel ſent to Sir John Gibſon 
againſt me: And allo that Falſe and Malicious Para- 
graph in the Poſt-Boy, of the 21ſt of Deceggber, 1710. 
Concerning me. Which Villanous Publicatfon, lays me 
under an 1ndiſpenſable Obligation ſo to do; which 
otherwiſe I ſhould not have had the leaſt thought of. 
Who thoſe Perſons are that have endeavour'd to do 
me this great Miſchief, - T am at a loſs to know; but 
let them be who they will that are ſo implacably ma- 
licious againſt me, without the leaſt Reaſon ; I dare 
Challenge him or them to give me any Inſtance where- 
in I have wittingly or willingly Prejudiced him or 
them in Word or Deed, or given the leaſt h for 
A 2 uch 
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ſuch Uſage as I have lately met with; a True and Im- 
partial Relation of which is as follows, (v. 


On Monday Morning the 27th of November laſt, I 
went (as uſual) to Mrs::Clpates. Goffee-Houſe on the 
Point, where I found Dr. Sieh, Mr. Browz, and others, 
ſitting at the Table on the Riglit Hand going in; with 
whom I fate down; who were then talking with each 
other, about the Power of an, Engliſh Convocation, the 
manzer-of Calling them, $7 Wiofarhehce tie (that is 
Dr. Sith, and Mr. Brown) fell on the Topick of Paſ- 
ſrve Obedience and Mon- Reſiſtance, and of Obedience due 
to Supreme and Subordinate Magiſtrates; and alſo. of 
the Energy of our Laws. On which Arguments, ſeve- 
ral then picſent fpoke their Sentiments, and my ſelf 
among the reſt. Though it be impoſſible to Recollect 
every word that was ſpoke at that time, and by whom, A 
yet this I do and will Aſſert, That Her MAJESTY's 1 
Title to the Crown in me (whilſt T was there) 1 
was no part'of the Debate; and that I did not (nor an : 
one elſe that T obſerved) directly or indirectly ſpeak I 
any thing in the leaſt diſreſpectful of Her MAJESTY, J 
or of Her Jitle to the Crown; or any part of the Con- 1 
{titution either in Church or State. 875 

During my ſtay there at that time, which was not 
long, having Buſineſs at the Ordinance Office at the 
lower end of the Point, whither I went, and left Dr. 
Smith, Mr. Brown, and the other Company in. Diſcourſe; 
Ergo, If the Opponent (Dr. Smith) was indecently hiſs'd 4 
out of the Room, as is expreſs'd in the Libel (for 
which Suggeſtion upon Enquiry I could not find the 
leaſt Re on with Submiſſion to the better Judgment 
of my Adverſaries, that ouglit not to be attributed to 
me.

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I am fully Convinced that whatever was ſaid there 
by agy one then in Company, might have been ſpoke: 


in Min ſter-Hlall, or in the QUEENS Preſence, 
without the leaſt offence : For the Truth of which, I 
Appeal to all that were then -preſent in the Coffee- 
Room, and unprejudiced ; who as near as I can Re- 
collect, were the Gentlemen following, (vis. 

At the Table where I fate, and where the Diſpute 
happen'd, were Dr. Smith, and Mr. Browz, who were 
the main Diſputants (if what happen'd muſt be ſo call'd) 
Mr. Richard Fariagton, Mr. Thomas Hammond, Mr. Ro. 
bert Newaham, and my felt. In the Room, and at 
other Tables, were Mr. Beverly, Mr. Edward Harman, 
Mr. ineing, Mr. John White, Mr. Chapman, and Mr. 
John Hammond; and Three Strangers whom I knew 
not, nor have I reaſon to believe that any of them 
knew me, Dr. Smith, or Mr. Brow; and conſequently 
could not be the Author of the ſaid Libel.

Atter we were fate down, I 
Ask'd the Doctor whether he hag ſeen that Scandalous 
Libel that Sir Joh» Gibſon had againit me, and what he 
thought of it? He Reply'd, with, much Eagerneſs and 
Indignation, That he had fjeen it, and that it was a Ma- 
lictous, Falſe, and Villanous Accuſation; and that he him- 


ſelf would give Twenty Pounds to know the Author. 


Whilſt the Doctor was gone down Stairs (for we were 


in a Room above) I ſhew'd Mr. Newnham a Paper I 


had that Day Wrote, for the Doctor to Sign, to Juſtifie 
my Innocence, and to Obviate the Accuſation : Says Mr. 
Newnham, There is no doubt but he will Readily Sign it, 


being only matter of Fact (a Copy of which Paper, you 


will have annexed to his Affidavit) the Doctor quickly 
after coming up, fate down again with us; and after 
a little Previous Diſcourſe, I faid to him: Well 
Doctor you are fatisfied now that there is ſuch a Letter, 


and that it is Falſe and Malicious? He Immediately, 


anſwered, Jes that I am: Then ſaid I, I deſire you 
will Sign me that Paper; giving him the Paper before 
mentioned ; which he took, and began to Read : But

Finding the Doctor perſevered in his Reſolutions of 
not giving me his Certificate, and faid, he would not 
Sign it for Five Hundred Pounds; I took my leave of 
him, ſooner than otherwiſe it may be I ſhould have 
done; telling him, I did not, nor had not deſired any 
Favour from him, nor any thing but what in Juſtice he 
ought: readily to have done; and that I could never 
have entertainꝰd the leaſt thought that either he could 


or would have refuſed me; and then wiſh'd him a good 


Night, and came away with Mr. Newnham. | 

Obſerving that Dr. Sith faid, he believ'd he had 
anger d Sir John Gibſon, by refuſing to Sign the Paper he 
offer d him; and having good reaſon to believe from Sir 
John Gibſon's late Uſage of me, and his violent Expreſ- 
lions againſt me (which I had heard trom ſeveral Per- 
ſons, though I thank God, I can boldly ſpeak it, I ne- 
ver gave him the leaſt occaſion for it) that he would 
improve the ſaid falſe Accuſation as much as was in his 
Power, to my detriment.

Sham Four Years ſince, it was thought Reaſonable and 

Expedient to fill up the Vacancies 1n the Court of Alder- 
men, Threeatthat time being wanting. And according- 
ly, Mr. Harford then Mayor, iſfued his Summon's to all 
the Aldermen to Meet, and Chooſe New Aldermen : 
They Met, purſuant to the ſame; but being unhappily 
Divided in their Affections and Inclinations, Five a- 
ga inſt Five, no Election was made. 

The Aldermen then Living, were Mr. Harford 
Mayor, Mr. Hedger, Mr. Deacon, Mr. Vineing, and 
Mr. Harman on the one ſide; — Mr. Seagar, Mr. John 
Thomas, Mr.White, Mr. Whitehorne, and Mr. Maydman, on 
the other. The former miſcarrying in their Intentions, 
did (fome of them) by their Agents, endeavour by in- 
direct Practices to bring over to their Side, - firſt one, 
and then another to joyn with them in making ſuch 
Perſons Aldermen as they ſhould Nominate to them. 
But failing in their Deſign, and Mr. Hedger and Mr. 
Deacon dying ſoon after, and finding it impoſſible to at- 
tain their End in having ſuch Perſons for Aldermen, as 
they deſired, they then reſolved to keep the Mayoralty 


Alternately in the Three Surviving Aldermen on that 


Side; (which-they found they had Intereſt enough with 
the Out Burgeſſes to do) viz. Mr. Vineing, Mr. Harford, 
and Mr. Harman, and think no more of making Alder- 
men; which they did accordingly, till the Death of 
Mr. Harford, who Died in his Second Mayoralty, in 

December, 1709. | 
I own I was always on the Side of theſe in all Ele- 
Ctions, and with Zeal and Affection too, till within two 
or 
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or Three Years paſt, ſeeing their Deſign, and obſerving 
their Practices, I muſt confeſs made me grow Cool; 
for I heartily deſired for the Good and Quiet of the Town 
and Corporation, that the Court of Aldermen might he 
Amicably fill'd up, let the Lot fall on whomfſoever' it 
would ; for I never made the leaſt Intereſt to be one of 
that Number, nor did I expett fo to be. N 

Upon the Death of Mr. Harford then Mayor, about 
the middle of December, 1709. A Succeſſor by Charter 
muſt be Choſen by the Surviving Aldermen out of their 
own Number; who then were thought to be Five to 
Two. But one of the Five (viz.) Mr. Thomas, being 
Indiſpoſed, could not be at the Election. The Senior 
Alderman Iſſuing his Summons to his Brethren to Meet 
and Chooſe a Mayor for the remaining part of the 
Year. They met accordingly, except as above; and it 
was generally believed, being (as it was thought) Four 
to Two, that they would have Elected Mr. Maydmaz 
Mayor, for whom they had long contended. But Mr. 
Vineing, &c. Reſolved at any rate to prevent Mr. Mayd- 
man's being made Mayor, from whom they had recei- 
ved a great deal of Trouble in Mr. Harman's Mayoralty ; 
which they effectually did, by their Inſmuations with 
one of the Four on the other ſide. Firſt, by perſwading 
him to Scratch (or Vote) for himſelf; telling him, zz 
was his Right, as being an Old Alderman; and that if he 
would do ſo, they would alſo give him their Scratches (or 
Votes) and ſo make an Equality; that s, Three againſt 
1hree, and then declare him Mayor, as being the Elder 
Alderman, Which, upon Conlideration, he did not 
think fit to do. Then they preſs'd him to give his 
Scratch for Mr. Mhitehorne, Which he conſented to: 
And accordingly, though Mr. Whztehorze Scratch'd for 
Mr. Mayaman, yet he had Three Scratches as well as 
Mr. Madman; and being the Elder Alderman, he was

declared Mayor, to his great Surprize; and by all agreed 
to be a good Election, and was Sworn Accordingly, 
So that Mr. Whitehorne is wholly oblig'd to Mr. Vine- 
ing, Mr. Harman, and Mr. Riſſell, for his being at that 
time made Mayor, contrary to all expectation. Yet 
they, and their Agents, are the only Perſons who Proſe- 
cutes and Purſues him, for taking on him the Mayor- 
alty ; tho” they then declared that he was Legally fo; 
and that they would ſtand by him, and Support him in 
the ſame. | 
Some ſmall time after, the Mayor Reſolved to in 

creaſe the Court of Aldermen, by adding Three to 
their Number. And accordingly Iſſued his Summon's 
to the Surviving Aldermen, to meet on Monday the ad of 
January following, in the Evening, to Chooſe Three 
New Aldermen. The Gentlemen on the other ſide, 
well knowing they could not have ſuch Perſons Elected 
as they deſired, Reſolved by one means or other to pre- 
vent any Election at all at that time. And accordingly, 
tried by their Agents, towork on the Mayor, by their 
Old Method of Bribes, to bring him off from Proceeding 


to the intended Election. Which, when they could not 


effect, they then ſet upon Mr. Madman; and although 


they themſelves prevented his being made Mayor; yet 


(as I have heard) by perſwading him, he loſt being ſo; 
by the Treachery of his own Party (as they call'd it) 
or by what other Artifice, let the World judge. How- 
ever, they ſo wrought upon him, that he came into 


their meaſures; though cy: of all the whole COR- 
PORATION, not long before, had been at the 


greateſt Enmity. They met, and proceeded to Election, 
purſuant to the Summons : But as they agreed to Chooſe 
Three Aldermen, and no more; ſo in Concluſion, Five 
Burgeſſes having Three Scratches each, no Three of them 
could Claim a 1 

void Election. 


ajority. So they all agreed it 7 
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Aſter which, finding the Mayor could not be wrought - 
upon by that Method they thought moſt likely to pre- 
vail, they then reſolved to do it by Threats; they, or 
their Agents giving out, That if he would be eaſie, and 
not think of making Aldermen, he ſhould wear out his 
Mayoralty in Peace; but 7 he proceeded to Elect New Al. 
dermen, they would turn him ont, and ruine him (though 
they 1 made him — in hopes no doubt to 
prevent him, that thereby they might have the May- 
oralty again the Michael mas following. 

But this did not fright the Mayor from doing what 
he thought he was ind iſpenſably Oblig'd to do; and 
what had been a long time contended for. So that in 
April following, Mr. John Thomas (who lives at South. 
mickey being pretty well Recover'd, and coming to 
Town, made the Majority to be Four to Three. The 
Mayor then again Summon'd the Aldermen, and did 
meet, and Choſe 'T'wo New Aldermen, and Swore them 
ſuch accordingly. 
In May following he Summon'd again, and then Three 


New Aldermen were Elected, and Sworn ; of which 


Number, T was one. And quickly after, a Sixth Al- 
derman was Elected and Sworn, which Compleated the 
Whole Court of Aldermen, to Number Twelve, be- 
ſides the Mayor, which by CHARTER they oughtto 
be: At which (tho? they knew they could no longer 
prevent it) Mr. Vizeing, &c. And their Agents and A- 
bettors, were, and {til are ſo Exaſperated, and Enra- 
ged, that they have ever ſince meditated on Revenge. 
And my CASE I take to be one part of their Re- 
venge; as is Demonſtrable from the words in the Poſt- 
Boy (had I no other Reaſon to believe ſo) which runs 
thus.

I defired to know what that was He Anſwer'd, 
That we aſſert that he ſaid he refuſed to Sign a Paper 
that Sir John Gibſon offer'd him to Sign, relating to this 
Matter; whereas Sir Jahn Gibſon never offer d him 
any Paper. — Upon which, I Reply'd-—Did you not 
urge as a Reaſon for your denying to Sign for me, 
That you. had refuſed Signing on the other Side, at the 
Requeſt of Sir John Gibſon, and becauſe you would not 
involve your ſelf into any Controverſie with him. To 
Which, he Anſwer'd — Indeed Sir John Gibſon did ask

of the whole —tho? wholly Innocent. — All which, 
J told the Doctor, I believ'd he had done, without con- 
ſidering the Conſequence. 
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F To which he Anſwer'd, That it was true, he was at 


Mr. Bird's at Dock about that time, and that ſeveral 
Gentlemen were there; and that he did talk of what hap- 


per'd in the Coffee-Houſe, but that he did not Accuſe me 


thzreza ; and then after a little pauſe ſaid, That could 
not be the Occaſion of the Letter ſent to Sir John Gibſon ;

I then ask'd Dr. Sith concerning the Perſon, about 
whom, he referr'd me to Mr. Rice, M . Ward, &c. and 
deſired to know what it was that he had ſaid relating 
thereto. Who told me (as Mr. Rice had done) That it 
was one Mr. Purcell, who happen'd to be then in the Coffee- 
Houſe ; who ſaid he did hear ſome body there ſay, that he 
Dr. Smith) was fitter to live in France, than in a Free- 
Country, or ſomething to that purpoſe, but could not ex- 
attly remember the words; and that he believ'd it was 
J. I remember I told Dr. Smith, that when he was 
Arguing for Paſſive Obedience and Non-Reſiſtance in ſo 
high a manner, and without any Exception whatever, 
He was Arguing for an Abſolute Arbitrary and De- 
ſpotick Power ; or ſomething like it. — And then 
ask'd the Doctor, Whether I had given him any Oc- 
caſion in that Diſcourſe to be Angry? or whether any 
thing paſs'd at that time, that was any way like Re- 
flection? who Reply'd -— Not any thing — I then 
ask'd him, Whether he ſhould have taken it kindly of 
me, or any one elſe, to have been told in an Inſolent and 
Outrageous manner, that he ought rather to be a French 
Slave, than an Exgliſh Subject. To which he An- 
iwer'd —— That to be ſure he ſhould not.

Then Ifaid to him, ſuppoſe it true, as is expreſs d in

tion, or wherein does it interfere with Mr. Newnham's . 
Affidavit the Accuſation being Dated the 28th of 
November, 1710. — Mr. Nemnham's Affidavit made 
the 5th of December —and that in the Poſf-Boy, not 
coming out till the 21ſt of December; and that I was. 
conſcious to my ſelf that I never did ſay any ſuch thing 
to him. — Which he very readily acknowledg'd he 
could not Charge me with. 

After J had Read over to him my Anſwer, which I 
had drawn up to his Letter of the 27th of January laſt, 
I ask*d him whether he could Object againſt any part 
thereof? to which, Dr. Smith made very little Anſwer ;. 
only ſeem'd to inſiſt, That he had been Serviceable to me 
in this Matter; and that in declining the giving Evidence 
to Sir John Gibſon therein, he had acted the part of a good 
Friend and Neighbour. — Upon which, I told him 
That a greater Argument he could not think of, or- 
contrive, to perſwade the World that I was or am really 
Guilty. —— And therefore before Mr. Sloane and Mr.“ 
Hart, I demanded of him, Whether he knew.me Guil- 
ty of any thing contain'd in the Libel Sent to Sir John 
Gibſon, or that Publication in the Poſt- Bo) — To which 
he frankly Anſwer'd, He did not, and that he could not 
Charge me therewith; and that he was fully ſatisfied, that 
when Hereditary Right was talb'd of, I was not there. | 

And knowing that a Copy of that Falſe and Malicious 
Libel had been ſent to General Erle, he was pleas'd — 
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tell me, Tha: if I deſired ii he would Write to the General 
to ſatisfie him therein, that ſo ] might not be prejudiced 
thereby” To which T Ap Werd That I never intend- 


ea tc deſire any fuch thing of him, or did 1 believe 1 


{hoakd ſtand in need thereof----and that had he done, as 
in Juſtice he ought (without any reſpect to Favour or 
Friendſhip, or long and familiar Acquamtance) an ef- 
fectual Stop had been put thereto in the beginning. 

I have ſome Reaſon to believe, that Dr. Smith had 
talk'd a little too Largely in the begifining about this 
Matter ; and therefore might be unwilling to Certifie 
under his Hand that'T was Innocent; tho? he welt knew 
I was ſo; left I ſhould make uſe of the ſame in my own 


Tuſtification ; and thereby become Publick, and Conſe- 


quently be known to thoſe, whom he before had Con- 
verſed with on this Subject. 


I had laid by all thoughts of Px1xT1NG the
